CLEANING OF BARRELS 


PHIL SAUER 


Dear Dave; 

This letter is in response to your query on 
barrel cleaning procedures. | note it is 
addressed to ‘‘More or less successful 
shooters’. | have an uncomfortable feeling 
about where | fit in that catagory. However; 
| do have an opinion about barrel fouling and 
the cleaning required. 

| haven’t found any one cleaning method 
that | think is suitable for all circumstances. 
I'll describe the way | analyze the problem. 
1. Different barrels, different loads and 
different weather require different proce- 
dures. 

2. | consider various cleaners according to 

what | think they can accomplish. 

3. | apply them according to my best guess 

as to what is required at the time. 

4. The factors | consider are as follows: 

A. High humidity seems to create more 
powder fouling 

B. Faster powders seem to be less 
offensive in this respect. 

C. Even on dry days, some powders leave 
more fouling than others.

D. Hotloads leave less powder fouling than 
mild loads. 

E. Hot loads leave more jacket fouling than 
mild loads. 

F. Some batches of bullets leave more 
jacket fouling than others, apparently 
dependent on the nature of the jacket 
metal. 

G. The amount of jacket metal left on the 
interior of the barrel depends on the 
interior surface texture and on what 
fouling is already there. It also depends 
on barrel length. The longer the bullet 
slides against the inside of the barrel the 
hotter the jacket gets and the faster the 
jacket smears copper onto the bore. 

H. In some barrels the jacket metal does 
not appear to cement itself tightly to the 
barrel metal making it very easy to 
remove. We should all get the barrels 
like that all the time. 

|. All these things should be considered at 
any cleaning session because they are 
seldom the same. 

Now, with all that knowledge churning 
around in my head giving me the uneasy 
suspicion that | may make a mistaken guess 
as to what is really called for, | proceed to 
the choice of cleaners. Below is a list of 
various cleaners | have worked with and 
what | think their characteristics are. 

1. Hoppe’s: Medium good powder fouling 

loosener and remover. Seems to do a good 

enough job between matches when used 
on a metal brush to loosen powder fouling. 

Is close to completely ineffective on jacket 

fouling on a between match basis. Does 

remove jacket material if let stand a day or 
two. Has no noticeable effect on the collar 
of whatever (probably sodium carbonate) 


that is deposited immediately in front of the 
throat. 

2. Water: This liquid and all its solutions are 
good for removing that throat collar. 

3. Mercury Outboard Cleaner: This 
material is excellent for quick removal of 
powder fouling and doing it right now. It 
does not appear to leave an effective 
lubricant behind it in the bore. | use a 
lubricant after cleaning with this material. 
No noticeable effect on the throat collar. 
Notice that it has to be used with care to 
avoid getting it on the skin, in the eyes or 
breathing it. The material in it that makes 
it so good is also what makes it dangerous. 
Respiratory, eye, kidney and liver damage 
are possible. 

4. Marksman’s Choice: This material has 
all the advantages of M.O.C. plus it contains 
a very effective oil, part of which stays 
behind in the bore coating it so jacket fouling 
is less likely. The same caution is recom- 
mended in avoiding contact with Marks- 
man’s Choice as with M.O.C. above. 

5. JB Compound: This material is excellent 
for removing powder, or jacket fouling and 
that throat collar. It works right now but 
requires carefull clean up after use. It is a 
mild abrasive and it does remove micro- 
scopic amounts of barrel metal. Apparently 
nowhere near as much as shooting does. 
6. Blue Goop: This material is excellent for 
fast removal of jacket fouling. Its main virtue 
is its speed and the fact that it does not 
remove any stainless steel from the bore. 
This should give slightly longer barrel life 
than the many mild abrasives that | 
sometimes use. It also removes the throat 
collar since it is a water solution. Its main 
disvirtue is that itis messy. Probably slightly 
less trouble than JB.

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7. Bon Ami: This material is excellent for 
fast complete barrel cleaning. Appears to 
be like JB. 

8. Lava Soap: This stuff is great. Does a 
good job fast. Needs a water rinse followed 
by lubrication. Removes all three types of 
fouling. 

9. The various tooth pastes are good too 
but must not contain any flourides. 


What procedure | use between matches 
depends partly on how much time | have but 
| always tailor what | do to what | think is 
required. It used to be that at small matches 
at Kelbly’s | was damn lucky to get my brass 
loaded let alone clean the rifle. 

If | were to suggest a routine to someone 
else it would be as follows: 

1. Clean powder fouling from barrel with 
Mercury Outboard Cleaner. Use the Phil 
Sauer self protective technique as follows: 
Spear a patch on your jag. Shove the patch 
almost through your bore guide. Leave 
about an inch of space at the chamber end 
of the guide. Squirt some M.O.C. into that 
space. Put this assembly into the action and 
clean the barrel. Repeat until patches come 
out clean. In handling your rod to put 
patches on the jag grab the rod with a 
handful of paper toweling to keep the 
M.O.C. off your skin. 

2. Wipe the bore with a dry patch and then 
Blue Goop it. 

3. Push two patches through wet with 
Marksman’s Choice. Use the P.S. self 
protective technique as mentioned in 
M.O.C. above. Dry the chamber but leave 
the bore wet. Shoot the gun that way but 
put the first shot in "the dirt. 

4. Leave all those brushes home. This will 
make your crown last indefinitly. 

5. If a barrel seems to accumulate more 
jacket fouling than you think it should, use 
JB Compound or Bon Ami or Lava soap 
instead of Blue Goop. Do this until you think 
you may have smoothed the inside enough 
to go back to the standard recipe.

At a match, my cleaning procedure is as 
follows. First, | always start off with a new 
bore brush each day. | don’t know if this is 
totally necessary, but a match-grade barrel, 
chambered by a competent gunsmith is 
now in the $300.00 range . . . . and a barrel 
that is a proven shooter is a gem to be 
treasured .... | don’t know how long a 
brush should be good for, but my practice 
of a new brush each day makes me feel 
better. | am using one of Clarence Ham- 
monds plastic cleaning rod guides with the 
“OQ” ring, and it works very nicely. 

Holding the cleaning rod with the brush 
end downward, | squirt Marksman’s Choice 
on the top of the brush, and let it spiral down 
until a few drops come off the end of the 
brush. This saturates the brush, and also 
helps to flush any dirt off. 

| usually pass the brush through the bore 
eight to ten times total after each match, 
depending on how much strength | have 
left. | will make sure that the muzzle is 
slightly tipped downward; although the “‘O”’ 
ring in the rod guide prevents any liquid 
backup, | would prefer to have it drip out the 
front end. | leave the bore wet until just 
before the next match. Unless, of course, 
it’s below freezing, such as the winter 
league at Dunham's Bay. 

Just before the next match, | run clean, 
dry patches through the bore until they 
come out the way that they went in.... 
clean and dry. | then remove the rod guide, 
and wipe out the chamber with a pistol 
cleaning rod, the type with a plastic slotted 
tip, that holds two patches. After that | clean 
out the locking lug recesses with a tool that 
holds a dental cotton roll. . . . you know, the 
things that the dentist stuffs into your mouth 
while he is talking to you, and apparently 
expects you to reply .. . . somehow. They 
fit quite nicely into most bolt action lug

recesses. Take another one and clean off 
the bolt face. You will be surprised how 
much ‘‘stuff’” comes out of these recesses 
on a cotton roll; especially if you have an 
action that you have to keep greased. 

When this is put into writing, it sounds like 
a two hour ordeal. Actually, the total time 
spent cleaning is about five minutes. 

Just as a point of interest, Marksman’s 
Choice will not dissolve the plastic squirt 
bottles made of Nalgene, sold by 
“‘Yakworks’’ if | remember correctly, they 
cost less than one dollar, and do their job 
quite admirably.

CLEANING OF BARRELS

Dear Dave, 

In reference to your letter dated March 
16, 1984 titled ‘‘Cleaning Procedure’, the 
following information is submitted. 

To answer your first question: At most 
matches, after coming off of the line, | start 
my procedure by pushing a wet patch 
through the barrel, then proceeding with ten 
complete strokes with a tight fitting brass 
brush. | then dry the barrel with two patches 
and with a third, clean the chamber. After 
cleaning, | make sure that the bolt face and 
lugs are clean and lubed. 

If |am at a match where there are several 
relays, | will clean my barrel, then leave it 
wet until the relay before mine. Then | start 
my procedure over again. (Double Cleaning) 

When | return home from a match | 
usually remove the barrel from the gun, 
caulk the chamber, and fill the barrel with 
Hoppes. | let it set for a couple of days and 
give it a good scrubbing with a brass brush. 
Patch it out dry and then using a wet patch 
with Hoppes, | wet the barrel and store in 
that state. 

As regards to cleaning material, | use a 
Parker-Hale cleaning rod and always have. 
It is plastic coated. | use the old Hoppes 
cleaning solvent with benzine, and when | 
run out | will experiment with some of the 
newer products. 

I've noticed while watching other 
shooters clean, they have a tendency to 
bend their cleaning rod upward. | think its 
very important to keep the rod straight. 
(always use a Bore Guide).

This is the way that | clean my rifles at 
a match. 

| use either a Dewey or a Parker-Hale rod, 
with a good, tight brush, and Hoppes, 
making about 20 passes through the bore 
SLOWLY, with the rod carefully held as to 
be really straight with the bore. No 
fiddle-bow in my rods! Next, | push a couple 
of dry patches through the bore, followed 
by a wet one, and the bore is left wet until 
| finish loading . . . . at which point | dry out 
the bore with two more dry patches. This 
basic approach has been very successful 
for me in keeping powder fouling out of the 
bore. If my barrel tends to copper foul a bit, 
| leave the bore wet with Sweets while | 
load, instead of Hoppes. 

Hoppes has worked for me as well as 
anything | have ever used on powder 
fouling. | have used a lot of the others, but 
personally like Hoppes better. 

I’m fortunate in that | am able to look into 
my barrels when | get home, and thus | can 
tell if there is even a small amount of copper 
present. If there is, | run a patch wet with 
Sweets through a clean bore, and let it sit 
for about ten minutes. Then dry, and repeat 
the process until all the copper is gone. 
From what | can see with a bore scope, 
Sweets works on copper as fast as any- 
thing we have. 

After all the copper is gone, | dry the barrel 
with patches, then brush thoroughly with 
Hoppes, dry it out, and finally run a patch 
wet with Hoppes through it before storage. 

In cases of extreme copper fouling, | 
recommend the use of a little J-B. Not the 
kind that has grit in it, but the kind made 
from barley. This, over a little ice, will help 
considerably. However, do this only at 
home, after the match is over. Not rec- 
ommended between relays.

| have two methods for cleaning my 
Stainless steel match rifle barrels. One is for 
range use, and the other is my home 
catch-up method. The last method is used 
because | feel that it takes more than just 
the range cleaning to restore my barrels to 
prime shape. 

All cleaning is done in phases of applying 
a cleaning agent with a brush for about 8 
to 10 strokes, removing and cleaning the 
rod, cleaning the brush with an aerosol 
cleaner such as CRC Brakleen or LPS 
Super Cleaner. Any greaseless, residue 
free, fast evaporating cleaner will do. The 
aerosol is needed because the pressure 
helps to blow the brush clean, and you 
aren’t contaminating your cleaner by dip- 
ping a dirty brush into it. The cleaning agent 
is then removed with dry patches. 

Good brushes are critical to the cleaning 
process. You can buy name brand brushes 
and get TRASH. Get a brush with stiff 
bristles that fit the bore tightly. Good 
brushes have a good quantity of bristles 
that are tightly woven around the core. 
Cheapos have loosely woven bristles which 
are too flexible and are too sparse. They 
tend to offer little resistance when passed 
through a barrel. | have found that custom 
brushes are far superior. They fit tighter and 
last longer. Quality is cheap — try them. 

Range cleaning: Apply Birchwood Casey 
Black Powder Cleaner to the brush and 
swab the bore about eight or ten passes. 
Remove the rod, wipe it off, clean out the 
brush with aerosol cleaner, and then dry out 
the bore with several patches. Repeat the 
above process twice using Hoppe’s instead 
of Birchwood. Now, apply QS to it and 
make ten more passes, do this again. Let 
the QS sit in the bore for ten to twenty 
minutes before removing it with dry 
patches. After several patches the bore will 
be VERY DRY, so apply Hoppe’s to a patch 
and run it through the barrel to lubricate the 
first bullet's path. This seems to help reduce 
fouling. 


Home Cleaning: If it is a switch barrel, 
remove the barrel from the action for ease 
in handling. Use the same steps as in range 
cleaning except they are repeated several 
times before moving on to the next step. 
When | finally get to the Quicksilver, | let it 
sit for about 30 minutes before | clean up 
the residue in the barrel, and then repeat the 
entire treatment as many times as 
necessary. 

As you gather, home cleaning is not just 
an hour’s job. Generally | do this when | plan 
on working in my shop. After | have been 
at this cleaning process for awhile, | fre- 
quently go back to the Birchwood Casey 
and Hoppes steps. If some type of fouling 
is showing up on the patches, some good 
is being done. Fouling is usually gray or 
green in color. | personally believe that all 
traces of fouling cannot be removed. It is up 
to you to determine just how far you desire 
to pursue the goal of a ‘‘perfectly clean’ 
barrel. 

Last summer many of us found that our 
barrels were not as clean as we thought. 
Quicksilver had just been discovered as a 
bore cleaner, but we had not heard anything 
about Marksman’s Choice. | had two .308 
rifles and a 6mm which were all dirty. A 
newly arrived 6 x 250 did not need heavy 
cleaning since | started out with the cleaning 
methods described above. The three dirty 
bores were cleaned by the ‘“‘home method”’ 
randomly changing agents as | felt like it. It 
took days per gun, and | mean all day for 
several days. The fouling had glazed in the 
grooves, and normal brushing had no effect 
on it. It had to be softened. When it finally 
loosened up, it came out on the brush like 
mud ... Bayou mud, but no crawfish. At 
times you could look through the barrel and 
see the spaces where the fouling had 
broken free and left glazed fouling on both 
sides of the open space. When it starts 
breaking up like this, the process moves 
faster, but there is still a lot of work to be 
done before you get it all. If your barrels are 
in this shape, get a thousand patches, 6 
good brushes, a pint of Hoppes, a can of 
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The Bulletsmiths™ 
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Quicksilver (Marksman’s Choice) and two 
bottles of Sloan’s Liniment. Now, get with 
it. 

| recommend Quicksilver rather than 
Marksman’s Choice because the QS was 
available at the time | needed it most - it did 
a good job. In a very small way, | regret that 
| don’t have a dirty barrel to test the 
Marksman’s on, but I’m not stupid enough 
to let one get away from me just to run a 
test. In ordinary match cleanup, | fail to see 
any difference in either’s performance. Try 
them both and make your choice. 

As far as rods are concerned | use them 
both. | use a steel rod with the brush. | feel 
that grime and barrel residue can’t pene- 
trate the rod and will stay suspended in the 
cleaning agent, thus making it easier to 
clean the rod.... 

For the rod that has the patch jag at- 
tached | use a Parker-Hale. As the patch 
passes thru the barrel it dries and therefore 
removes the lubrication. This lack of lu- 
brication is why | selected the coated rod, 
it has no hard surfaces to scratch the bore. 
| know there is a lot of controversy as to 
which rod to use. | have done it this way for 
several years and cannot tell if | have done 
any damage to any of my guns.

CLEANING OF BARRELS

Dear Dave, 

| note that your letter says that it is going 
to twenty more or less successful shooters. 
With my reply being received, you will have 
heard from the less successful side of the 
aisle, and if you hear from Don Geraci, you 
should have the more successful angle 


covered ... . it’s just like shooting a group 
in the wind . . . . now all you have to do is 
fill in the middle. 


| do have some theories on the subject 
of cleaning, which a lot of shooters will not 
agree with. There have been times that | 
have been considered somewhat radical in 
my cleaning methods. Most of this revolves 
around my usage of JB Bore Cleaner. 

| have some strong opinions on barrels, 
which have been formed by experience and 
experiment. My first opinion is that if a barrel 
has rough areas, and fouls badly, it doesn’t 
matter how you clean it! I’ve tried cleaning 
such barrels with everything available, and 
have been absolutely unable to make them 
shoot competitively. By the exercise of the 
law of averages, you will get some small 
groups, but they will continue to throw a 
flyer that cannot be explained by the 
conditions at the time. Indeed, the best way 
to deal with such cursed barrels is not to 
clean them at all. They seem to shoot better 
this way. 

There is a school of thought that believes 
that some jackets used in the bullet-making 
process foul more than others do. If this is 
true, then why do these bullets not foul all 
barrels that they are fired through? | have 
had, at a given point in time, several barrels 
firing the same load, and same lot of bullets, 
but only two of the six barrels showed signs 
of excessive fouling. | might add that those 
two barrels were also the worst shooters of 
the six. 

| realize that | have a reputation for using 
hot loads. | also realize that reputation is 
generally justified. This would explain se- 
vere fouling problems, both powder and

copper, in my case. This may cause some 
to feel that it is | myself at the heart of the 
problem, and because of that, barrel 
makers, | suspect, tend to give me a little 
sympathy than is extended to the average 
shooter. 

However, | recently bore-scoped a brand 
new unfired barrel, that showed tool marks 
and flaws in the metal. When this barrel was 
chambered and fired, it showed very dis- 
tinct copper fouling right in that portion of 
the barrel that was rough. At the same time, 
| had another new, unchambered barrel 
that, when bore-scoped showed no signs of 
flaws or tool marks. Since then it has been 
chambered and fired 200 rounds, and some 
of the loads used were .... shall we say 
.... a bit on the warm side .... and yet 
that barrel has not shown one iota of 
fouling, and indeed gives every indication 
that it is going to shoot quite competitively. 

Now, back to your question on cleaning. 
At a match, | clean with Hoppes. Recently 
| have been using Marksman’s Choice 
which | like more and more. | use 
Parker-Hale plastic-covered cleaning rods, 
with a bore guide. | also use JB Bore 
Cleaner if | am firing a lot of sighters, and 
think that | am getting a build-up of powder 
and copper fouling. 

My routine procedure is thus: | run a 
patch, wet with Hoppes, through the bore, 
then a bore brush, saturated with Hoppes. 
Next a clean, dry patch. After that | brush 
with Marksman’s Choice, and then a dry 
patch. Next a patch wet with Marksman’s 
Choice, and let it soak for a while. Just 
before going on line, | dry the barrel with a 
couple of clean, dry patches. 

When | JB the barrel, | use a different 
procedure, which I'll describe. How often | 
use the JB depends on a number of factors 
. ... primarily how | am doing, and how the 
rifle is performing. There have been 
championships that | have JB cleaned the 
barrel every match, or every other match, 
especially if two or three of the Euber clan 
have been using the same gun. One fact 
that | cannot ignore .... EVERY TIME | 
have won a national championship, or set 
a new record .... | have used JB Bore 
Cleaner that day. There have been times 
when | have made a conscious decision to 
not use JB, primarily to experiment, and test 
my own beliefs. While doing so, | have never

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won a national championship, nor set any 
new records. It would certainly seem to be 
more than coincidence! 

My procedure for cleaning with J-B Bore 
Cleaner: (1) use a wet patch with Hoppes; 
(2) brush with Hoppes (4 or 5 strokes); (3) 
run a Clean, dry patch through; (4) J-B on 
patch, 3 or 4 passes with each side of patch; 
(5) a second patch with J-B, 2 or 3 passes 
with each side of patch; (6) now a patch wet 
with Hoppes; (7) brush with Hoppes; (8) 
next a dry patch; (9) a brush with 
Marksman’s Choice; (10) clean, dry patch; 
and (11) a patch wet with Marksman’s 
Choice, and let it soak for a while. 

At home, between shoots, | J-B clean, 
and let the barrel set with a good helping 
of Marksman’s Choice. 

There are those who feel that J-B Bore 
Cleaner can ruin a good barrel. I’ve had 
barrels last over 4,000 rounds. With proper 
and careful use, it is the best cleaner that 
I’ve found. Mike Walker, as smart a guy as 
exists in our sport, recently wrote that he 
has started to use it, with good results. In 
the past he has been opposed to its use, 
but he really had not tried it to any extent 
at the period that he had such a negative 
opinion. After testing and using it, he was 
big enough an individual to put into print the 
opinion that he may have been wrong... . 
which is a phrase that one does not too 
often see in print, here or anywhere else. 
That article appears in the December, 1982 
issue, for those who might want to dig it out 
and re-read. 

| don’t want to give the impression that 
J-B Bore Cleaner is a cure-all, or that 
everyone should use it. However, | do 
personally and firmly believe that, properly 
used, it will maintain and improve a hot 
shooting rifle in an era when only a super 
barrel will keep one ‘‘in the hunt’’ with the 
match leaders. Some who discourage its 
use are doing so uniquely without ever 
having tried it themselves. Harold 
Broughton, a gentleman for whose opinions 
| have a great deal of respect, made a 
statement at Midland that sticks in my mind. 
He said that one could put J-B on a patch, 
and run it through the barrel as long as you 
like or until your arm gets tired, and you 
can’t hurt a barrel. Harold’s arm, like most 
things in Texas, is rather large. | suspect it’s 
about the same size as his heart. | also don’t 
believe that he would make that statement 
unless he was dead sure in his own mind 
that J-B will not wipe out a barrel. 

| strongly suspect that if J-B is used as 
alap, steel on steel, and you set out to prove 
that you can indeed ruin a barrel withit.... 
you probably can prove your point. But, 
intelligently and properly used, it has helped 
me tremendously, and | will continue to use 
it.

I’m not sure that my cleaning methods 
are all that they should be. You see, I’m a 
bit lazy at times. 

In the five-shot varmint class matches, | 
seldom fire more than two sighters, making 
a total of seven shots fired on a relay. | often 
elect to clean after every other relay .... 
thus | am cleaning after about every 15 
rounds. 

As you know, | use Norma 201 powder 
almost exclusively in the 6PPC, for two 
reasons: (1) it is fine grained, and meters 
well in our powder measures; and (2) it is 
the cleanest burning of any powder that I’ve 
used. Oh well, let’s make it three: (3) it is 
the most uniform from one lot to another.

What does this have to do with cleaning? 
Well, if you don’t get it dirty, you don’t need 
to clean it as often. Told you | was lazy! 
Ten-shot matches, | clean after every match 
of course. 

What solvents? Well, at the Dunham’s 
Bay winter matches, I’m still using Hoppes, 
since some of the fellows had their 
Marksman’s Choice turn into popsicles at 
ten below. When | get home, | clean again, 
this time using Sweet’s 7.62 Solvent. That 
takes any copper out. However, I’ve had 
very little trouble with this aspect of things. 

What tools? | use Dewey coated cleaning 
rods, rod guide or bore saver, and brass 
bound bronze brushes. Don’t try to save a 
few cents in this area! 

Method? | pass a loose wet patch 
through the bore first, followed by several 
passes with a wet brush. Then | let it soak, 
while loading for the next match. Wet the 
brush again for several more passes. Three 
or four dry patches, and the jobis done... . 
if you use Norma powder. With some 
powders you never get ‘em clean; ten 
patches later and they are still showing dirt. 

One of the most important, and over- 
looked points in cleaning is how the cleaning 
rod is used. Seems that some of our as- 
sociates think that their rod guide offers 
complete protection from cleaning rod 
damage. Not so! It is still necessary to guide 
the rod dead straight. If this is not done, the 
resulting damage will most certainly be 
evident in a couple of lands .. . . or a land 
and groove worn egg-shaped at the bottom 
of the throat. | am right now cutting down 
the high comb of a wood heavy bench stock 
so that the rod can be guided in line with 
the bore. If you have a pretty new paint job 
on that stock, you had best confiscate one

of your old socks to slip over the butt! 

No steel rods, please. Wally Hart tells me 
that steel rods are the barrel-makers best 
friend. | believe him, as one was the cause 
of my replacing a customer’s brand new 
Hart barrel before he got to fire a single shot 
through it. No names mentioned .... but 
he’s one of the P.S. Staff, and he’s not one 
of the columnists, and he’s not the 
President. | won't reveal his name though; 
| have a sense of honor about such things. 
What one tells his gunsmith in confidence 
should be regarded as a privileged com- 
munication, such as between a person and 
his lawyer, or a priest in the confessional. 
Unless, of course, it’s interesting. 

And no aluminum rods. Aluminum is soft, 
and picks up grit, and at that point it be- 
comes a lap .... in your barrel. Although 
not as bad as aluminum, brass fits into the 
same category. 

When | clean barrels ‘‘off the action’ in 
my shop, | use a guide about four inches 
long that screws onto the barrel threads. 
When the barrel is off the action is one of 
the best times to clean it, as it can be better 
inspected, and the cleaning continued if 
necessary. 

Things | don’t do, or haven't done. Well, 
so far | haven’t used JB on any of my 
barrels, in spite of Allie Euber’s success 
with it. Maybe | should, as | consider Allie 
a much more successful shooter than 
myself. | do just about everything else that 
Allie does, including shooting his bullets. 
Also, what works for some will not work for 
others. | did JB a couple of barrels that | had 
taken off and replaced. | used the screw-on 
rod guide as mentioned previously, and 
while whistling a merry tune, proceeded to 
JB the merry blazes out of them. When | 
tried them again, there was no notable 
increase in accuracy, and | have not 
pursued that line of endeavor any further. 

| don’t jump on the bandwagon everytime

| haven't tried Blue Goop. Now, due to the 
present controversy about it’s possibly 
pitting barrels, | probably never will. | do use 
Sweet's 7.62, but only between stages 
(100-200 yards, etc.), and at home, after the 
match. | will be using Marksman’s Choice 
in the same manner. | do not, and will not, 
leave either in the bore more than a couple 
of hours. When my rifles are laid away after 
matches, everything is cleaned out, and the 
bore left wet with Hoppes. 

When | use the cleaning rod, | do not try 
to break any records, along the line of 60 
strokes per minute, as | have seen some 
shooters do. Rather, | try for even, positive 
strokes, just clearing the muzzle with the 
brush, and keeping the thought constantly 
in mind to keep that rod as straight as 
possible. | guide the rod myself, and | use 
the long rods, so as to avoid raising the 
handle to clear the stock. 

Another thing, whether you spear the 
patch, or wrap it around the jag, be sure that 
it is centered, and that the jag is evenly 
covered with patch. A bore side of a jag can 
make a mess out of a barrel in short order. 

Finally, coffee is not a good bore cleaner, 
and if | gave that impression, | apologize. 

(Editor: that closing line refers to an 
incident at Dunham’s Bay last year, when 
Seely and Charlie Fountaine were having 
some sort of a deep technical argument 
over some dumb thing or another. Seely 
was apparently really ‘“‘into’’ the argument, 
because Charlie noted, with horror, that 
Selly was dunking his bore brush into his 
coffee, rather than the Hoppes jar, which 
was right next to the coffee. Charlie was 
trying to interrupt, to point out this little 
failing, but Seely didn’t want to either listen, 
or be interrupted at this point. In fairness to 
the Bay’s cook, who made the coffee... . 
no pitting was afterwards evident).

Before delving into my methods of 
cleaning my rifles, a few comments may be 
appropriate concerning the corrosion of 
stainless steel match grade barrels. | must 
challenge Phil Sauer’s position on corrosion 
of stainless steel. The barrel steel that is 
used in the manufacturing of benchrest 
barrels is 416 stainless, which is both a 
corrosive and a magnetic stainless steel. 
The most common type of corrosion of 
stainless steel is, in fact, pitting corrosion, 
as opposed to surface etchng. | would not 
expect as rapid pitting to occur in stainless 
steel (as opposed to chrome-moly), from 
soaking in any of our barrel cleaning agents. 
However, | must confess that the use of 
hydrogen peroxide as a “‘bubbling”’ catalyst 
does bother me. It is my opinion that 
cleaning with the Blue Goop solution, then 
adding hydrogen peroxide to the same 
patch, at the muzzle, could cause pitting 
corrosion, due to the rapid release of 
oxygen. 

For the first few years of competition, | 
only used Hoppes to clean my rifles, and the 
cleaning method was rather standard. A 
bore brush was wetted with Hoppes, and 
passed through the bore 10 to 15 times, 
keeping the rod straight. Then a patch wet 
with Hoppes was passed through the bore, 
and the gun was allowed to set until it was 
time for the next match. Three to four dry 
patches were then run through the bore 
prior to going to the firing line. Upon re- 
turning home, the rifle was thoroughly 
cleaned, as above, and put away with a wet 
bore. The cleaning was repeated a couple 
of times a week, until the point was reached 
that the first patch showed no traces of 
green coloration after the rifle had set for 
two days. 

Beginning this past year, Marksman’s 
Choice replaced Hoppes in my cleaning 
regimen, and the cleaning procedure was 
altered. Immediately upon returning from 
the firing line, a patch wet with Marksman’s 
Choice is passed through the bore. A brush 


is then wetted with Marksman’s Choice, 
and 10 to 15 passes are made with the 
brush, depending on how many shots were 
fired. This is followed by two patches wet 
with Marksman’s Choice. The brush is 
cleaned with lighter fluid, and the gun 
allowed to set until just before | have to 
return to the firing line. Two or three dry 
patches are passed through the bore, and 
| am then ready for my relay. 

After about two weekends of shooting, 
the bore is thoroughly brushed with 
Quicksilver (Editor: available from Mercury 
outboard motor dealers) at home. The gun 
is allowed to set for about a half hour with 
the Quicksilver in the barrel, followed by a 
thorough cleaning with Marksman’s 
Choice. The use of Quicksilver at matches 
is not recommended. My experience shows 
my guns to be slightly erratic after first 
cleaning with Quicksilver. 

One thing that might be very important to 
note is how to use the cleaning rod. All of 
my bore guides have a snug fit in the action, 
and on the brush. Great effort is taken to 
keep the rod straight while passing through 
the bore, and you will rarely, if ever, find me 
engaging in conversation at this point, as 
full concentration on this task is needed, to 
avoid accidentally damaging the barrel. | 
have a barrel that has been on my heavy 
varmint rifle that has over 4,000 rounds 
through it. The final aggregate shot with this 
barrel last year had four out of the six 
groups (counting the warm-up match) in the 
mid ones. It was recently removed from the 
gun, and close inspection of the throat 
shows no polishing of any of the lands from 
cleaning rod contact. | have inspected the 
throats of other shooters barrels with less 
than 2,000 rounds through them that have 
had one land virtually polished away by the 
cleaning rod. So, no matter what the 
cleaning method selected, be careful with 
that cleaning rod! The careful use of your 
cleaning rod will dictate how long your 
barrel will last, and what effects your 
cleaning activities will have on improving or 
maintaining accuracy.

CLEANING OF BARRELS

Question #1, cleaning at a match. | try 
to go to the match with a good clean barrel 
that has been stored in a horizontal position 
at home, and soaked with old style Hoppes 
No. 9 (with nitrobenzene) Powder Solvent 
for the entire time interval between mat- 
ches. This | have found to be a satisfactory 
cleaning agent for good barrels. | have no 
complicated methods of cleaning at a 
match. | wipe the bore out with a moist 
patch as quickly as possible after firing my 
group. Then | moisten my brush with 
Hoppes No. 9 and push it though the barrel 
three complete cycles (six strokes in all) with 
the brush. As Rick Hornbeck stated in his 
article in the September, 1983 issue of 
Precision Shooting, the fewer the passes 
with the brush, the longer the barrel will last. 
Everyone should go back and read that 
article occasionally, as it is easily the best 
article on the subject that | have ever 
encountered. Now that | am almost out of 
my supply of the old style Hoppes No. 9, | 
plan on going to Marksman’s Choice No. 7, 
which | believe works even faster than the 
old Hoppes. Prior to firing, | dry the barrel 
with about three patches, and when they 
come out relatively clean, | dry the chamber, 
and am ready for the match. In a five-shot 
match, | usually only fire about three 
sighters at the most, and only two sighters 


in a ten-shot match. As a result, | do not get 
the fouling in a match that some com- 
petitors will, who may fire up to a total of 
20 shots on one relay. 

Question # 2. The only serious cleaning 
that | do at home is, as stated earlier, 
soaking with Hoppes, and letting the barrel 
soak, in storage. | may have to give a barrel 
that is fouling a good cleaning with J-B to 
get the build-up out. | do, however, believe 
that such a barrel will never be a big winner. 
The best barrels do not give their owners 
a cleaning problem. Barrels that constantly 
have copper or powder fouling are rarely 
capable of the gilt-edge accuracy that we 
all look for. | think many shooters, including 
myself, have overworked our cleaning rods 
and brushes. | have watched both Clyde 
Hart and Pat McMillan clean a rifle, and you 
would be surprised how little scrubbing both 
of these knowledgable men did in their 
cleaning process. 

Question #3. Yes, | do use a plastic- 
coated cleaning rod, and | wipe it off with 
a paper towel each time that | take it out 
of the barrel. Even so, | have myself 
damaged a barrel with a cleaning rod, and 
it was a plastic-coated rod at that, so do be 
careful. | believe that one could damage a 
barrel even quicker with a steel rod. Many 
barrels have quit shooting sooner than they 
should have because of improper use of a 
cleaning rod. A plastic-coated cleaning rod 
with the plastic cover worn in places, 
exposing portions of the steel core of the 
rod, is an accident waiting to happen to your 
expensive barrel. Throw the rod away, and 
do yourself a favor!

Dear Dave: 

| am doing some correspondence, today, 
and thought | would write a reply to your 
letter of April 20, as, if | put it in the pile, it 
will be too outdated to answer, when | get 
down to it! 

Your comment on the insularity of the 
various shooting groups is very well taken. 
| find that few of the benchrest shooters 
have much interest outside of their own 
game and simply don’t realize that their 
game is ‘artificial’, to the extent that some 
of their practices are not of benefit in other 
types of shooting. Conversely, the .30 
caliber shooters would benefit a great deal 
if they had a better understanding of the 
technical aspects of what is necessary in 
rifles and ammunition, in order to get the 
best grouping, if they studied BR tech- 
niques. 

A case in point is, | think, the fiberglass 
stock. There are a few of them in use in .30 
caliber, but they have not shown much 
advantage. There are more of them used in 
Canada and the other commonwealth 
nations, shooting the 7.62 NATO than here 
in our .30 caliber game. Some of the 
biathlon shooters have gone to them, be- 
cause of less weight. | have worked on 
some of the biathlon rifles, some of the 
Canadian rifles and a couple of sporters 
with fiberglass stocks. Although | have not 
had an opportunity to run deflection tests 
on similar stocks, similar actions and 
barrels, | am of the opinion that the 
fiberglass stock, with its foam core and thin 
shell, is much less rigid than a wood stock 
of similar dimensions. | developed the 
metal, pillar bedding system, years ago, for 
.30 caliber target rifles. It has now been 
copied by Seeley Masker and others for 
benchrest. With it, | use socket head guard 
screws. After bedding, | clamp a dial in- 
dicator to the barrel, resting the contact on 
the stock, first vertically, then horizontally, 
and loosen and tighten the guard screws, 
one at a time. While doing this, the forend 
of the stock is clamped in a vise and the butt 
supported. | reach under the stock, using 
aT socket key. With the wood stocks, there 
is a bit of movement of the indicator needle, 
during loosening and tightening, due to the 
forces exerted on the key. Of course, the 
indicator needle comes to rest as soon as 
the key is removed, either tight or loose 
screw. The first time | tried this with a

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Canadian, target stock, the needle vibrated 
back and forth .005” to .010” violently, 
every time | touched the key! It has done 
so on every plastic stock on which | have 
tried it. | have tried the same thing on 
sporters, gripping the forend tip in the vise, 
leaving the rest of the rifle free, and po- 
sitioning the indicator button vertically on 
the stock, then hanging a weight on the 
butt. The plastic stocks deflect more with 
the same weight! Try it. 

In prone shooting, a .30 caliber com- 
petitor may put as much as 40 to 50 pounds 
load on the sling, pulling the forend down 
and at an angle, while his hand pushes up 
and forward. Meanwhile, the resistance to 
that force may be split between right hand, 
shoulder and cheek. All of those forces have 
an effect on where the bullet impacts and 
the plastic stock is, to some extent, like a 
reed, fluttering and vibrating in the wind. 
Further, | suspect that there is more spring 
to the plastic stock between action and 
shoulder, varying the impact, shot to shot. 

The stability of the plastic stock is un- 
questionably better than wood. I'll bet that 
most benchresters will tell you it is also 
stronger and stiffer, which | much doubt. In 
fact, | would propose that one of its ad- 
vantages for benchrest shooting is that it is 
less likely to move between the guard 
screws than wood, not only because it is 
more stable, but because it is less rigid. The 
benchrester positions his rifle delicately on 
the rests and leaves it as much unstressed 
by contact with his person as possible. In 
none of the other, shooting games is this 
possible. 


More on the M70. It is unfair, as | am sure 
you would agree, to compare the M70 
action with the solid bottom, 40X. It is not 
commonly known, but Winchester pro- 
duced a few, solid bottom, M70 actions for 
the AMTU. | barreled one and have seen 
two others. For stiffness, it would beat the 
40X, hands down; and the longer distance 
between the guard screws is an advantage 
in bedding a target rifle, plus the action and 
its bedding surfaces is better adapted for 
the torque and recoil of shooting 190 to 220 
grain bullets in heavy loads for long range. 

You have repeated, again, the statement 
often made about the difficulty of altering 
bolt faces and extractors on M98 type rifles. 
It is really no problem. Back in the early 
*30’s, quite a number of Krags were 
converted to shoot the .22 Hornet and a few 
were even made to use as repeaters! It is 
simple to solder a ring inside the bolt face 
and to silver solder an extension on the 
extractor lip. | have done it on a number of 
rifles. High strength, low melting point 
solder makes it eady to solder a ring in the 
bolt face and there is no load on the ring, 
anyway. | have changed a couple of M70 
bolts, where the face had been opened up 
to magnum case head size, back to use 
.308 ammo. 

Am | correct in my understanding that the 
benchresters have had problems with hard 
seating and hard extraction of cases 
formed from the Remington BR case, for 
the small calibers and that a similar problem 
is encountered with the PPC, under BR 
conditions, where no sizing or only neck 
sizing is done? Do you have 3 or 4 scrap 
PPC cases you could send me? | want to 
check the head hardness, as | suspect they 
are extruded, not drawn.

Benchrest Accuracy 
improvements Experienced 
Since 1947 


First | want to disclaim any accuracy for 
the chronological order of this report. As far 
as | know, no one has kept a good record 
such as might have been available in a diary 
or equivalent. The best record available 
could probably be dug out of Shooters 
News, the early benchrest periodical, plus 
Precision Shooting, our present periodical. 

My first rifle was based on a Remington 
M30. | supervised the manufacture of the 
416 stainless steel barrel. It could have 
been the first accuracy barrel made using 
an air gauge. The action required rebedding 
before every match to obtain the best 
accuracy. Mauser actions of this period 
were if anything a little worse from the 
bedding standpoint. 

At that time bullet making dies were 
RCBS or nothing. My first set was pur- 
chased in 1945 when the only bullet jackets 
were 22 long rifle cartridge cases with the 
rim deheaded in a die furnished by RCBS 
(Fred Huntington). The first improvement 
was the availability of Huntington jackets,

reportedly made by Western. The first 
record groups were made with bullets made 
in RCBS dies with RCBS jackets. Charlie 
Morse made good bullets called 
Wotkyns-Morse. These were made from 
Western jackets also. | purchased my first 
Wotkyns-Morse bullets in 1942 when | 
came to New York for a Remington 
interview. 

The second improvement was probably 
the availability of Sierra bullets and jackets. 
This occurred about 1950. Along with this 
came the Remington 722 and 721 action. 
In good dense walnut stocks these actions 
improved the bedding problem consider- 
ably. | used a 722 action in an Owens stock, 
a 1%” stainless barrel of my own make and 
the .222 Remington in 1951 at Johnstown. 
Prior to 1951 it was Donaldson Wasp. After 
1951 the .222 began to take over. This 
could be called the fourth major improve- 
ment. 

The fifth major improvement was prob- 
ably Biehler & Astles dies. These bullet dies 
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with Sierra jackets became the standards 
by which all others were judged. We have 
to face the fact that these are still the 
criteria. The best Sierra jackets have not 
been improved upon. Carbide dies have 
improved on Biehler and Astles, but are still 
judged against B & A quality. 

Since | provided the wherewithall for the 
Harts to get started in accuracy barrel 
making, | kind of hate to bring up these 
barrels as the next major improvement. 
Nevertheless this is one major improvement 
almost everyone would agree upon. This 
was 1953-54. By this time 10 shot small 
groups were in the 0.2’s and in 1954 the 
best 10 shot groups at 200 yds. were in the 
low .5’s. 

Bullet presses really adequate for bullet 
making were not yet available. We used 
Pacific presses with strengthening rods. 
About this time Huntington (RCBS) brought 
out his double toggle ‘‘B”’ press. It was very 
much like the present RCBS double toggle. 
This needs to be classified as an impro- 
vement, but perhaps not major. B & Acame 
out later with an extremely handy bullet 
making press. 

1954 was the first shoulder to shoulder 
National Championship. It was also the last 
National Match where everyone shot from 
the shoulder using sand bags for rests. 
Since, in my opinion, the machine rests 
have hurt the game | will not list them as an 
improvement even though they did improve

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accurcy by eliminating the physical part of 
the shooter. 

My 10 shot 100 yd. agg. record of .357 
at Milroy, Pa. in 1954 lasted for some time, 
more than a year. The results at Custer at 
the Nationals were of no consequence 
since a gale of up to 40 mph or more was 
in existence. 

Olive and | did extremely well in 1954 
using Owens pattern stocks made by Harris 
in Richfield Springs 722 solid bottom ac- 
tions and Hart barrels. The scopes were 
Lyman Super Target Spot in 20X. Bill 
Cotter, our shooting buddy, made up a 
simple machine rest the next year and 
demonstrated at Johnstown that he could 
stand well away from the rifle and shoot 
phenomenal groups. He and quite a few 
others left the game when the machine 
rests became popular. Olive and | built a 
house in 1957 so we were pretty much 
inactive from 1956 through 1959. When the 
Varmint Classes were introduced in 1960 at 
the instigation of Col. Whelen we became 
active again.

How much they 
improve dimensional stability is still in 
question. Short scopes became available in 
the early 1970’s as Remington introduced 
their BR. Later other manufacturers in- 
troduced short scopes with internal ad- 
justments. The better scopes of this type, 
were definitely a major improvement.

prove and the PPC cartridge took real 
advantage of this by increasing the velocity 
from the 2900-3000 of the 6x47 to 
3200-3300. Higher velocities are some- 
times used, but in my opinion are not an 
improvement. 

Rifles designed to allow interchanging 
barrels at the range are a cost improvement 
which no one can ignore.

Of all the steps and operations required 
to assemble ammunition of benchrest ac- 
curacy standards, | know of none that are 
more tedious and time consuming than the 
onerous task of turning case necks to 
uniform thickness; i.e., .0001 tolerances. 

Yes it is, at least in my (editor: allow me 
to stick in the next two words) — less than 
— humble opinion (editor: thank you) the 
most important step in case preparation. 
There are several possible methods of 
turning which are practical, and as capable 
of producing the desired results as any. 

If one is fortunate enough to own a lathe, 
the task can be accomplished by turning a 
mandrel, as was very well covered pre- 
viously by Mike Walker in the July, 1981 
issue of P.S. 

There are several tools on the market 
today which will do a first class job; the 
Marquart, the Pindell, and the Hart stan- 
dard neck turner, as well as others. The

main drawback of these tools is the difficulty 
of setting them to cut an exact neck wall 
thickness of within .0001 inch. | have ruined 
many cases in my efforts to arrive at the 
exact cut that | needed .... and at fifty 
cents apiece for PPC cases, mistakes hurt! 
Of course, once they are set, these tools do 
their job very well. Once the desired setting 
is arrived at enough cases should be turned 
to last all summer, because if it is desired 
to turn some other caliber or a different neck 
thickness for a different gun, the setting will 
be lost, and you will have to start all over 
again. Each time a change is made, the 
turned cases should be regarded as a 
separate lot, and should not be mixed with 
other lots, regardless of how closely the wall 
thickness checks out with your ball mi- 
crometer or neck-wall micrometer. 

Neck turners are furnished with a handle 
or clamp to hold the case, as in the Mar- 
quart tool .... and that clamp is then 
placed in a vise, and holds the case while 
the tool itself is rotated to cut the neck. As 
in all such work, this is a slow, tedious 
business, and turning a hundred cases can 
shoot a Sunday afternoon all to pieces. 

In the past few years, several turners 
have appeared on the scene which use an 
integral micrometer to arrive at a setting.

| believe that the first one in an affordable 
price range is the C.P.S. (Central Products 
for Shooters), as made by Walt Pereira, 435 
Route #18, East Brunswick, New Jersey 
08816. This tool comes with a press 
adapter which uses the turner mandrel to 
expand the case necks. This was certainly 
a step in the right direction, as cases so 
expanded are exactly the right size for 
turning. Also, the mandrel is tapered, and 
will not ruin or crush the case necks. It is 
a fine tool, and does a fine job. 

Another such tool is the Hart Deluxe 
Model. It is manufactured by R.W. Hart & 
Son, 401 Montgomery Street, Nescopeck, 
Pennsylvania 18635. This also is a fine tool, 
and comes with a case handle and ex- 
pander button for an R.C.B.S. die. 

Finally there is the (ahem) Seely Masker 
tool, which uses the Hart Deluxe Model as 
a base, and incorporates certain mod- 
ifications such as altering the mandrel for 
case neck expanding, along with a holder 
for press use. My expander system will not 
damage cases, as sometimes occurs when 
expanding case necks to a larger caliber, 
such as .22 necks going up to .24 caliber. 

Any of these three tools will make a fine 
addition to the kit of a serious benchrest 
shooter. 

So much for tools. Now for the actual 
turning. I’m sure that most of us just expand 
the necks of the .220 Russian case to 6MM, 
period. This results in a bunch of crooked 
cases. We then proceed blissfully to neck 
turn, load, and fire form the cases, which is 
exactly what yours truly has also been 
doing .... up until now. 

The instructions with the Hart neck turner 
state ‘‘cases should be fire formed in the 
rifle, and then run through a press-type die, 
using the R.C.B.S. expander button 
furnished’’. Good words, true words, but 
many of us, including myself, have asked 
ourselves the obvious question .. . . “how 
in blazes do | get an unturned neck case, 
holding a bullet, and measuring somewhere 
around .268 inch into a .261 tight neck case 
gun?” .... and decided to skip that little 
theory .... and so we went ahead and 
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turned the case necks first, because there 
didn’t seem any other way to do it, despite 
what the darn instructions said. Anyone 
who was able to get a .268 case into a .261 
chamber, my hat is off to you .... you 
probably used a sledge hammer to close the 
bolt, and if you were able to fire it, the 
pressures must have been out of this world. 

There is a way, however, that this can be 
done, and it isn’t all that hard. | rummaged 
around a bit in the Masker kitchen, and 
found two candles that Marge keeps handy 
in event of a power outage. Now any fool 
can see that we’re not going to have a 
power outage for a while, so | took them 
(correction: borrowed them). Heaven help 
me when she reads this .... unless of 
course we’ve had a power outage before 
this hits print. Melt the candles, and pour the 
molten wax into can lids or other suitable 
shallow containers .... about a quarter 
inch deep for the wax, and allow to cool. 

Now, line up the number of .220 Russian 
cases that you want to turn. Make the 
number large enough so that you don’t have 
to repeat the whole darn operation the day 
after tomorrow. Prime the cases with any 
old primers that you happen to have 
around; no need to use match grade 
primers. Start off with a powder charge of 
about ten grains of Bullseye and, while 
keeping an eye on pressure signs, work up 
carefully to a maximum of 16 grains. The 
writer assumes no responsibility for a se- 
lected load recommendation; | am simply 
reporting how | did it, and not recom- 
mending anything. 

Now take the charged case, and holding 
the can lid upside down, and the case neck 
end up, so that the powder does not fall out, 
force the case neck into the wax. You now 
have a wax bullet loaded. You can now 
fireform the cases right in your own home. 
Wait until ‘‘Gunfight at the O.K. Corral’ or 
some similar shoot-up comes on t.v., turn 
up the volume, and do your fireforming. At 
the worst, your neighbor will wonder why 
your t.v. had so many more gunshots than 
his did. Tell him that your t.v. channel had 
the full, uncut version of the movie; his 
program must have been cut back. Don’t try 
this during ‘“‘Bambi’, ‘‘The Bells of St. 
Mary’s’’, or other peaceful programs. 

If you have carefully worked up your 
charge of Bullseye to the point where you 
have a fully formed case, they are ready for 
turning. | next de-prime in my Lyman-- 
Masker ‘“‘nutcracker’’ tool, with no sizer 
button inside the tool. 

Now, with the mandrel in the press 
adopter, and adjusted in the press, proceed 
to expand the necks. After this is com- 
pleted, re-install the mandrel in the turner, 
and adjust as per the instructions. You are 
now ready to turn the necks. The necks 
should be lubricated; | used to use S.T.P., 
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but following Myles Hollister’s recom- 
mendation, | am now using castor oil, which 
is a lot easier to clean off afterwards. 

You can use the handle furnished, if time 
is not important. Or you can chuck the 
cases in a lathe if you have one, or a half 
inch drill motor with a low r.p.m. capability 
will take a lot of work out of the chore. | have 
made a small split-collet for the case, and 
| chuck this in the lathe or drill motor. This 
protects the case from damage. 

My main purpose in writing this article is, 
| must admit, pretty much self-serving. | am 
trying to show a certain magazine editor, 
and a certain gonzo dentist how easy it is 


to turn their own cases. | hate to turn cases, 
for some obscure reason or other. Then if 
the editor or the dentist goes out and beats 
me, using cases that | have turned for them 
(swearing all the while), it tends to make me 
bitter and sullen. 

Next time that | fire-form, | will try melting 
a stick of Lyman lead bullet lube instead of 
the wax. | used an old barrel for fire forming, 
but if you have to use a good barrel, at least 
it should be less wear and tear on the barrel 
than bullets would. You will still have to fire 
form cases a final time in the actual rifle after 
all this, but the hard work will have been 
done, and done correctly.

With but a few exceptions, benchrest 
shooting has been dominated from its 
earliest days by a succession of wildcat 
cartridges. Only two commercially available 
cartridges, the 222 Remington and the 308 
Winchester, come to mind as having held 
the interest of shooters for any prolonged 
period. There have, of course, been other 
over-the-counter cartridges which have 
held shooter interest for varying periods of 
time, but competitive benchrest, by and 
large, remains the world of the wildcat. 

The ‘‘darling’’ of today’s shooters — the 
6mm PPC — began life as a wildcat and 
seems destined to remain one for the 
forseeable future. Other than its obvious 
suitability as an accuracy cartridge, the 
PPC — at least in the 6mm version — has 
relatively little to offer. While the 22 PPC has 
excellent potential as a varmint hunting 
cartridge, those who have applied the 6mm 
PPC to this sport have been anything but 
lavish in their praise. 

In spite of their classification as wildcat 
cartridges, the two “‘original’’ versions of 
the PPC are fairly ‘‘legitimate’’ wildcats. 
Loaded ammunition and formed cases may 
not be available on an across-the-counter 
basis, but reloading equipment is widely 
and easily obtainable and reloading data 
has been published in a number of manuals. 

The records set — and set again — by 
the PPC are legend. Even more interesting 
is the fact that the PPC — while still itself 
a wildcat — has spawned any number of 
wildcats (wildkittens?) based on the wildcat 
PPC case. While some, such as Harold

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Boughton’s 240 Coyote and Dan Dowling’s 
22 Waldog, have gained wider followings 
than others, all have been the result of 
individuals’ efforts to bring us one step 
closer to that elusive one-hole group. 

The domination of wildcats in benchrest 
is certainly not confined to the Varmint 
classes. The Hunter Class shooters 
seemingly spend as much, if not more, time 
and money in their quest for the ultimate 
cartridge. Due to the case capacity re- 
quirements of Hunter Class shooting, 
developments here have wider implications. 
Many of the cartridges used in Hunter Class 
— besides having the accuracy potential for 
today’s high levels of competition — are 
excellent choices for the varmint hunter. 
Not for everyone, mind you. But for those 
who don’t mind spending those boring, 
off-season nights forming this case from 
that, they deserve a second look. 

Ye Olde Editor, in an uncharacteristically 
kind recent letter, suggested that a monthly 
column on wildcat cartridges would be a 
useful addition to the pages of Precision 
Shooting. His letter went on to suggest 
about 15 cartridges with which to ‘“‘get 
things going.”’ Unfortunately, the list did not 
include a whole bunch of cartridges which 
| see pop up from time to time in equipment 
lists (cartridges which, right or wrong, are 
being used by relatively few shooters) and 
didn’t include many of the contributions of 
the Hunter Class shooters. 

Rather than follow Dave’s suggestion to 
write a monthly column on wildcats, | think 
it would be a great deal more interesting —

and of decidedly more value to the readers 
of the magazine — to “edit” a monthly 
contribution from a fellow shooter, pre- 
ferably the ‘‘father’’ of (or an ardent believer 
in) the featured wildcat whether it’s a 
Varmint Class or a Hunter Class cartridge. 
The input from those most experienced with 
a given cartridge would ensure the most 
accurate presentation of the needed in- 
formation. 

Required of the ‘‘contributor’’ would be 
a couple of fireformed cases to be pho- 
tographed (one a dummy round with a bullet 
seated) along with some basic information 
about the cartridge — the ‘‘why”’ of the 
cartridge, how it’s formed, suggested 
loads, and, if available, chronograph data. 

The column would, hopefully, include 
those efforts by experimentors which have 
turned out to be less than hoped for — 
including those which have been downright 
duds ... information which might save a 
fellow shooter a whole lot of time, effort, 
money and, most of all, grief. With Ackley’s 
two-volume work on cartridges becoming 
rapidly dated, we’re approaching a situa- 
tion where the right hand doesn’t (or can’t) 
know what the left hand’s doing. Since | 
know of no other forum devoted to this type 
of information, it could turn out to be a 
worthwhile addition to the magazine. 

Those who are willing to share their 
information — whether or not their efforts 
have been successful — will find my ad- 
dress in the front of the magazine.

Dear Dave, 

Thought that a few comments might help 
out your own cleaning procedures. If you 
want to print it, fine; but it’s mainly for you. 

Now you probably have all the cleaning 
brushes (or bore brush, if you prefer) that 
you need, but I’m enclosing one anyway. 
You will find, upon inspection, that the brush 
is worn out, but there is no accumulation of 
carbon or junk on any part of that brush; it’s 
as clean as a whistle. 

The secret, if that’s what you want to call 
it, is the cleaning procedures which | out- 
lined before, in an article on the subject. The 
prime ingredient in the formula, the most 
important point, is that during all cleanings, 
a wet patch is pushed through the bore 
FIRST, followed by one or two dry patches, 
BEFORE going to work with the brush. 
These two or three patches; (1) remove all 
the excess carbon, junk, and whatever, (2) 
keeps that stuff out of the bore and off the 
cleaning rod, and (3) keeps the cleaning rod 
from becoming a lapping rod. Also, the 
brush can be loaded fully with bore cleaner 
by dipping it in the bottle of bore cleaner 
without screwing up the solution with 
carbon and junk. You'll find that when your

bottle of Marksman’s Choice is gone, there 
is little, if any, foreign residue in the bottom 
of the bottle. And therefore, you can stop 
using a medicine dropper, and save the 
extra time needed for that little act. Being 
a lazy old cuss, I'll do anything to get the 
job done with less work and time. So maybe 
this will make life a little easier for you, if you 
are not now using the wet and dry patches 
before the brushing. 

I'll add that the cleaning jag and patch 
relationship has to be right. If it is too loose, 
it doesn’t do the job properly, and if it is too 
tight, it can cause the patch to grab the 
carbon, and lock things up while going 
through the bore with the first wet patch. 
Use LOTS of bore cleaner on that first wet 
patch! | really suspect that a lot of bores get 
screwed up with carbon on the rod during 
cleaning, and the wet-dry patch method

(In the process of writing up NBRSA 
match reports, the Editor noted, over a 
modest period of time, that John Ambler 
(2025 Cheshire Street, Fort Collins, Colo- 
rado 80526) was having a fair degree of 
success in hunter matches, out in that neck 
of the woods, with a cartridge that he called 
the .30 SP. It was pretty obviously a 
shortened .30 caliber, and since things 
“different’’ have always interested the 
Editor, | wrote to John back in October, 
asking for details). 

It took a couple of letters, and maybe six 
months, but at last I’ve got enough to be 
able to give our readership some details on 
the little critter. The following facts come 
from John’s two letters, and are pretty 
much his wording, merely juggled around a 
bit in the process of fitting together two 
letters. 

“The SP designation stands for Sil- 
houette Pistol. | had the reamer made about 
six years ago for some unlimited XP-100’s. 
The fellows who shot these wanted 
something less than a full .308, so we sat 
down to see what we could come up with. 

Since | was the proud owner of a one-half 
interest in a new set of 6BR forming dies, 
we decided to see what we would come up 
with, using the #1 die in the set. All it does 
is push the shoulder back, and change the 
angle. | am, of course, talking about using 
ordinary .308 brass as the starting point; 
I’ve been using Federal cases. Since this is 
also a trim die, neck length would be 
whatever the die gave us after trim. It was 
felt that 1% inch overall length would be 
adequate. It was then a simple matter to get 
dimensions off a fired case, and order a 
reamer. 

The only difference between that case 
and the one that I’m using in hunter class 
is the length. The hunter class case is .040” 
shorter, to reduce case capacity to 46.0 
grams of water. 

| seriously doubt that this case would 
offer any advantage over a straight .308

case, other than less recoil and muzzle 
blast. To me, that’s very important as I’m 
a sissy at heart. 

The load that has been successful so far 
(35-36 grains of H322, with the 135 grain 
GTB bullet) seems to be a relatively mild 
one. I’m guessing that velocity is in the 
2,500 f.p.s. range. | base this conjecture 
solely on elevation changes from 100 to 200 
yards. Velocity is the least of my concerns, 
as long as the bullet goes where it is 
supposed to go, and as long as my last 
record shot gets down range before the 
target crew does.” 

(Editor: Here starts the May 6, 1984 
dated letter). 

“Finally got an opportunity to do a little 
work with the .30 SP. | wouldn’t consider 
the results as absolutely conclusive, as 
testing was very limited. I’m not too keen 
on shooting the bejabbers out of a barrel 
that | know is a good barrel, just to see how 
fast the darn bullet is going. 

This little session did prove to be inter- 
esting though, and | didn’t feel that any of 
it was wasted time or effort. | just don’t think 
it’s necessary to shoot every kind of bullet 
and powder known to mortal man. ‘‘If it 
works, don’t mess with it.” 

All results are from the following rifle: 
Remington 700 action, 22 inch Hart barrel, 
14 twist, Federal brass, Federal 210 
primers. All velocities are average of five 
shots. 


(5 five-shot groups). If | threw out one shot 
from each group, the aggregate was .178. 

I’m convinced that all the flyers are 
caused by shoulder mirage, since | hold this 
rifle the same way | would hold a .458.... 
very tight. 

In summation: the rifle is very accurate, 
but | seriously doubt that the .30 SP would 
have any advantage or would be any 
different than a .308 x 1%. The sharp 
shoulder MAY help control stretching, as 
some of my cases have been fired over 20 
times without sizing of any kind, and are 
only snug, not tight, when chambering. 

| would not recommend this cartridge to 
the average person, since sizing could 
become quite a problem. | do not know of 
any standard die that could be shortened to 
take care of tight cases. Such is not the 
case with the short .308’s, 6 HLS, Waldog, 
etc.”

None of these loads showed any sign of 
excessive pressure, but | would guess that 
the 36 grain loads might eventually cause 
sticky extraction. | have no intention of 
finding out. 

Extreme velocity spread was excep- 
tionally low, and appeared to get better as 
pressure increased. Accuracy didn’t seem 
to get any better though. 

Group size did not appear to be affected 
by any of the component changes. Any of 
the loads shot would group well under .250 
with the rifle in the hands of a competent 
shooter. | shot a 25 shot aggregate of .417

(Editor's background on the subject: One 
night recently | descended on the workshop 
of my Connecticut buddy, Jimmy Meyer, the 
gentleman who makes the Meyer custom 
action. | forget what my mechanical 
problem of the moment was; it could un- 
doubtably have been solved by an average 
second grader . .. . but it was beyond my 
ability to cope with at the time. | had 
probably assembled my Hart front rest 
upside down, or something along that line. 
Whatever it was, it took Jimmy about two 
minutes to straighten it out. Both Jimmy and 
Seely are used to my nocturnal visits .. . . 
“Jimmy, you may have noticed that | have 
my finger caught in the chamber of this rifle 
.... it was a real tiger driving down here, 
with that darn rifle on my hand... . we're 
going to have to take off either my finger, 
or the barrel .... let’s try the barrel first, 
huh?”’ 

Well, with my problem of the moment 
solved, we sat around talking in Jimmy’s 
shop, with a steadily increasing pile of Lone 
Star beer cans (empty) growing in height on 
the milling machine, when | noticed a rather 
nice color photo on Jim’s workbench .... 
a photo of a jazzy looking varmint rifle, with 
a cut out butt-stock. | tentatively asked 
“whose rifle?’’. Jimmy opened another 
Lone Star and pushed it across to me. | got 
home quite a bit later than | planned, but it 
was a great story ... .) 

“Well, there’s this kid out in Las Vegas, 
Alan Ashby. (Realize that in Jimmy’s world, 
if you were not a participant in the Battle of 
San Juan Hill, you qualify for the title of 
“kid’’). He built up his first varmint rifle, 
which is the hollowed out butt-stock 
creation that you see here. His first venture, 
Strictly hit-or-miss, on an XP-100 action, 
and an old shot out barrel.

to this rifle later in the story, now we’re 
going to hop over to the second rifle .... 
| hop around a lot .... ). 

“After that modest little success, Alan 
decided to build up an honest-injun 
benchrest rifle. He was slightly hampered 
by the total absence of a rule book, but not 
being easily swayed by detail and trivia, he 
decided to build the rifle along the lines that 
he thought would be nice, and what the 
heck, whatever class it turns out to be, 
that’s where we'll fire it. He ordered a Meyer 
action, a 1.250 straight diameter McMillan 
barrel, and had Jimmy chamber the .22 
caliber barrel for the .22 PPC cartridge. The 
barreled action was sent off to Alan Ashby 
in Las Vegas, and Mr. Ashby went off 
searching for a stock. His office was being 
remodeled, and a discarded old shelf 
caught his eye, scrap walnut, sure enough. 
He glued a number of pieces of the now 
deceased shelf together, and had a lami- 
nated stock. Having no idea where to find 
a trigger guard on short notice, he fabri- 
cated one out of .... well, heaven only 
knows, but it may be the first loop trigger 
guard in Nevada (see photo #1). Actually, 
when finished (see photo #2), the darn 
thing looked pretty good, to his surprise. 
Looking for new worlds to conquer, on 
January 8 he drove over to St. George, 
Utah, where they were holding a heavy 
varmint class match. The referee did a bit 
of a double-take at the 1.250 straight barrel, 
and patiently explained to Mr. Ashby that 
he had a “‘cruiser’’ there, not a heavy 
varmint rifle. Alas, there was no cruiser 
match scheduled for the St. George range 
that day.” 

Knowing that the gentleman had driven 
fourteen million miles or something like that 
to get to his first benchrest match, a brief

discussion was held among the St. George 
powers-that-be . . . . and the offshot of it all 
was the opinion, “‘Look, son, we know you 
drove along way, and we knowit’s your first 
benchrest match, so we’re going to offer a 
compromise . . . . you can fire in the match, 
we'll score your targets, but you will not be 
eligible for any prizes because you have a 
gun outside the rules’. This was readily 
agreed to, and the editor tips his editor’s hat 
to the classy and nice people at St. George, 
Utah... .alesser group would have set the 
dog on Mr. Ashby. 

On the other hand, while a small match, 
at a small range, the shooters there that day 
included Lowell Frei, Walt Berger, Chuck 
Miller, Paul Snow, Ray Wirthlin, Dick 
Howard, etc., etc. The competition roster 
was indeed a cast of heavies that day. The 
odds on a new, first match shooter coming 
within a country mile of the leaders were 
.... Well, remote at best. 

The warmup match went rather well, a 
.314. Then came the first record, the good 
Mr. Ashby fires what he believes to be five 
record shots, in a nice little cluster, and 
starts fiddling around with the click ad- 
justments, to bring the point of impact for 
future groups into the mothball center. As 
he starts to get up from the bench, he 
notices an unfired round in his row of record 
shots. He, therefore, has only four shots 
down there in the target, and has only the 
vaguest of ideas how many clicks he has 
moved elevation and windage. With time 
running out, let ’er fly, hope for the best, and 
expect the worst. You were right, it’s the 
worst... . to be exact, .798 of worst. Well, 
what the heck, he’s a new shooter and 
that’s his first record group in competition 
.... fight? 

“Now, however, here the plot thickens.

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The next four record groups for Mr. Ashby 
are .220, .215, .222, and .225. For the fun 
of it, the six groups, counting the warmup, 
were .314, 798, .220, 215, .222, and .225. 
Want to compare them with the winner’s 
groups? Paul Frei fired groups of .319, .155, 
.232, 298, and .212.... and Mr. Freiis a 
top-level shooter. Take that problem first 
record group out of there, substitute the 
warmup .... and the Ashby agg of .239 
would have beat the winning Frei agg of 
243. 

While the local natives were pondering all 
this, it came time to shoot the 200 yard 
stage, and the strange occurrences at 100 
yards were mentally dismissed as being a 
trifle uncanny, but certainly beginner’s luck. 
Well, at 200 yards, the six Ashby groups 
were .390, .627, .615, .772, .502, and .602, 
for a .3119 agg, and second place to a 
pretty fair 200 yard shooter named Walt 
Berger, who was NOT firing in his first 
match. 

Jimmy passed another beer across the 
lathe bed, and said reflectively, “‘just think 
what he'll do now that he has a rule book. 
He’s told me to turn that barrel down to 
heavy varmint taper, he’s purchased a 
graphite stock, and I'll bet he’s going to be 
a holy terror on the circuit shortly.” 

| departed with the photos, and Jimmy 
dropped Alan Ashby a line, asking for 
details on his ‘‘gunsmithing efforts’. 

Back came a letter, which | am pleased 
to print herewith, as part of the tale. 
“Dave, 

Jimmy Meyer informs me that you saw 
the photographs of the two rifles that | 
assembled and the scores shot with the 
second (the heavy barrel). He also said that 
you were most interested in the sporter 
which is my first attempt at an accurate rifle. 
And in doing so | learned that all gunsmiths 
are not created equal. With this rifle | 
learned the hard lessons of how to do it and 
although it is not as accurate as | would like, 
the experience of building it and the 
knowledge gained was very satisfying. 
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After an introduction to benchrest by my 
old friend Dana Andrus, | had to have one 
of those rifles and upgrade my battery. After 
all, even to a hunter, a rifle that shoots in 
the same hole is a tremendous boost to his 
confidence and composure. It has led to a 
new fascination with rifles. 

This being the first rifle | assembled, | did 
not want to spend a lot of money without 
knowing the outcome. So! used an XP100. 
| quickly took a pipe wrench to the barrel. 
Then purchased a used 6mm light varmint 
barrel from Dana that he had used in 
competition until it started shooting in the 
.3’s with the first chamber. A new chamber 
would probably fix that. Even if it didn’t and 
it still produced 3’s or 5’s, | would have been 
pleased. | used the rings and bases that 
came with the XP100, a Leupold 6.5x18 
A.O.-CPX, and a Kennyon two ounce 
trigger (What? A two ounce trigger on a 
hunting rifle?). 

Not being familiar with fiberglass or their 
manufacturers, | decided to make the stock 
out of wood despite the virtues of fiber- 
glass. To minimize the poor quality of wood, 
| laminated 1/4” pieces of walnut hori- 
zontally for the lack of equipment to 
laminate vertically. In doing so used a liquid 


hide glue available in most hardware stores. 
(Smells bad - gets on everything}). 

| used other rifles to lay out the stock for 
drop of heel, height of comb, length of pull 
(the ones that fit here or there), and a pistol 
to locate pistol grip to trigger (a genuine 
pistol grip). 

Then | inlet the barreled action, hollowed 
out the area around the receiver, and drilled 
a hole into the pistol grip (the masked area 
in photo #3 is masked solely for the 
purpose of showing you the areas hollowed 
out on the rifle. It is - technically - a wood 
stock. . . . but only ‘‘technically’’) to be filled

with Devcon Aluminum to minimize any 
warping of the wood in the receiver area. 
The only problem | could see with wood at 
this point was that it could take moisture 
which could cause a change in the pitch that 
it vibrates at and thereby produce a point 
of impact shift. 

| filled the reciver area full of Devcon and 
set in the barrel and action. A week later,

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| pulled it out, cleaned it off, and glued it 
back in with Devcon using the same bearing 
points as the first pouring. Then drilled the 
trigger pin holes with a preset jig (an idea 
taken from a previous issue of Precision 
Shooting). 

These are the reloading tools and meth- 
ods | used. A Wilson bullet seater and full 
length sizer, Lee priming tool, RCBS uni- 
flow powder measure, Parker Hale coated 
cleaning rod, and a 5/16”ridged copper 
tubing rod guide, flared at one end, and! ran 
the other through the sizing die to fit the 
chamber. To obtain a neck sizing die | took 
the F.L. die, a once fired case, cut the neck 
.10 short, fastened an arbor to the primer 
pocket, coated the case with valve grinding 
compound, and ran it into the die until the 
shoulder showed signs of cutting. This

produced a closely fitted neck sizing die. 
Although the rifle doesn’t have a tight neck, 
| turned the neck to insure neck tension 
uniformity and bullet alignment. 

The load was taken from P.S. equipment, 
load lists and reduced. Twenty-five grains 
H322, 60 grain Sierra Federal match brass, 
and Federal benchrest primers, in the 6x47 
cartridge case. 

The first groups showed vertical string. 
Changing the powder charge didn’t change 
things and the primers were extruded into 
the firing pin hole. A new firing pin spring 
with a higher rating from Brownell’s cured 
the primer extrusion and vertical string. The 
rifle shoots five shot groups in the 3’s to 4’s 
consistently. 

After becoming familiar with very spec- 
ialized benchrest equipment and gun- 
smiths, the next rifle (the Meyer action 
.22PPC) was even more of a delight (see 
photos #4 and #5).

Dear Dave, 


Attached are a couple of articles that | wrote that you might be able to use. 

| know that barrel changing is nothing new, but with the popularity of the heavy bench 
class on the up-swing, | thought that it might be of interest. A number of stocks and actions 
simply will not support a full-size 1.350 inch barrel. 

The case weight test was done on the same gun, with the heavy bench class barrel 
attached. | shot eight five-shot groups at 200 yards the morning of the test that would have 
agged .1800, including a .212 group, plus the seven others. 

The combination of a gun that certainly is shooting, plus Allie Euber’s great bullets have 
done a lot for the Nagy ego in recent weeks. To really get something constructive out of 
component testing, you simply have to be using a rifle of established accuracy. Otherwise, 
any conclusions reached as a result of testing are somewhat suspect. 


A CRUISER’S BIRTH 


| came up with a good combination for 
shooting the heavy bench class and the 
heavy varmint class by switching barrels on 
the same action and stock. You can use the 
same pedestal and sandbags for either 
class. | can no longer lug around the 45 
pound iron monster, and separate pedestal 
and rest which | previously used in the 
heavy bench class. This is the basic reason 
why | went to a 15 pound gun with a full size 
1.350 inch barrel for this class. Both barrels 
used on this gun have established their 
ability to shoot competitively. 

| first put the rifle together for the heavy 
varmint class, but | did have the foresight 
to have the barrel channel milled out suf- 
ficiently to accept a 1.350 inch barrel for 
later use, if | decided to go ahead with my 
cruiser idea. With a 22% inch length heavy 
varmint barrel, the rifle weighed in at twelve 
pounds, five and a half ounces, after 
painting the stock, and with a Leupold 36X 
scope on top. Extra weight could have been 
accomplished with a ‘‘maximum” heavy 
varmint taper barrel, a longer barrel, or a 
heavier scope. However, the rifle shoots 
very well at its present weight. 

With a chambered 1.350 barrel installed, 
the weight is increased to 15 pounds. 
Believe me, one notices the difference 
between 15 pounds and 45 pounds at the 
end of a hot summer day’s match! 

ACTION. The action selected is a 
CPS-AHV heavy varmint, flat bottom ac- 
tion. This is an aluminum action, with a full 
length chrome moly steel liner. It is a strong 
action, and easily supports a full-sized 
1.350 heavy bench class barrel. It is ten 
inches long, two inches wide, and has an 
impressive full inch and half of thread 
length. It has integral scope bases milled in 
it, which means no loose screws or mis- 
alignment problems. The bolt is fluted, with 
a cone bolt face, and a steel tipped 
aluminum firing pin for fast lock time. The 
basic action, so set up, weighs in at three 
and a quarter pounds. 
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STOCK. The stock is a H-S Precision 
fiberthanl model. This is a solid stock, with 
the same material all the way through. 
Many other stocks are made of fiberglass 
shell, with light styrofoam filler in the forend 
and buttstock. This stock is massive in 
appearance, but light in weight. | had to cut 
off almost four inches from the butt end to 
have the stock fit me properly. There was 
no hollow stock to have to fill in, and the 
same was true when the barrel channel was 
routed out for the 1.350 barrel. The stock 
has aluminum vertical ribs imbedded in it, 
under the action, to strengthen this area. 
The action was bedded to a depth of one 
inch in the stock. That gives 20 cubic inches 
of metal encased in the stock for extra 
strength. 

Allowing for the bolt handle and trigger 
cutouts, there is about 39 square inches of 
contact surface, which is perfect for a 
glue-in. Mine is glued in, as are the vast 
majority of guns on the firing line today. 

The finished weight of the stock, action, 
Leupold 36 scope (without sun-shade), 
trophy rings, and trigger was 6 pounds, 6 
ounces .. . . without a barrel. With a fluted 
barrel, if one really wanted to be truly a ‘‘one 
gun shooter’, one could make the light 
varmint class weight limit. | myself have not 
tried this route, as | have a very competitive 
ten and a half pounder. It is a lot cheaper 
to have one good action, stock, and scope 
.... With barrel changes for the different 
classes, than to have separate guns for 
each. It only takes ten minutes, or less, to 
change a barrel. 

It is no problem zeroing in the gun after 
barrel changing. My method is quite simple. 
The Leupold 36X scope has micrometer 
type knobs. | first sighted in my gun, with 
the heavy varmint barrel attached, to have 
point of aim and point of impact coincide in 
the mothball at 100 yards. | loosened the 
allen screw on each knob with the allen 
head wrench supplied with the scope... . 
and set both knobs to read zero. Then | 
changed to the heavy bench barrel, and

Then | take a 
reading on the knobs (plus or minus), record 
that information, and keep that note under 
the cover of the box of cases for that barrel. 

When you change back to the first barrel 
at 100 yards, just turn back to zero. | also 
write down the 200 and 300 yard settings 
for each barrel. If you do this correctly, your 
first shot, regardless of barrel changes or 
distance changes . . . . will invariably be on 
paper. 

(Editor: | stand in awe of people like this, 
who can evolve logical mechanical 
systems. In mitigation, it’s also people like 
this who design atomic bombs and things 
like that. | personally have always felt more, 
well .... secure .... with folks who have 
mechanical aptitude similar to myself. 
They’re fairly easy to spot. They’re usually 
having a dreadful time getting their tool 
chest open, or the bolt out of their rifle... . 
heavy stuff like that).

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SAKO PPC CASE WEIGHT 
TEST 


| conducted a series of experiments 
recently to see if it has any discernible 
benefit to select cases by weighing them. 
Started off with the purchase of a hundred 
new cases. | expanded the necks to 6MM 
size, full length sized them, and took a 
preliminary cut with the neck turner. | then 
chamfered and deburred the necks, and 
deburred the flash holes. | fire formed them 
in an old barrel, using junk and obsolete 
components, to save wear and tear on my 
good barrels. | full length sized them again, 
and took a second cut with the neck turner, 
to the final size that | wanted. | trimmed 
them to a uniform length, and deburred the 
necks again. 

| then weighed the whole lot, and stuck 
a small piece of masking tape, with the case 
weight written thereon, to the side wall of 
each case. | next stood them up on the table 
top, and sorted them in rows, from light to 
heavy successively. | put them in cartridge 
boxes, with a chart taped to the underside 
of the lid, showing what each case weighed. 
This way, any group of five or ten cases are 
each very close in weight. 

| did this same test several years ago, 
when | was shooting the .308 almost ex- 
Clusively. At that time the testing proved to 
me that there WAS a difference, and that 
it paid worthwhile dividends to weigh them. 
The .308 cases came in boxes then, and | 
was reasonably sure that each box con- 
tained cases of the same lot. However, the 
PPC cases, as purchased today, are not 
boxed, and come to the shooter in a paper 
bag or whatever is handy at the retailers 
that day .... and as a result, the shooter 
is never one hundred percent positive that 
his new assembly of cases did indeed come 
from the same lot. 

For these tests | used the five lightest 
cases, and the five heaviest cases, to see 
how much difference there would be 
between them. The case weights varied 
from 106.7 grains to 109.1 grains. That was 
a margin of 2.4 grains difference in weight, 
which was a lot closer than | had antic- 
ipated. 

For testing, | used my Hart 1.350 inch 
heavy bench class barrel; 225 inches long 
with a one in fourteen twist. It was joined 
up to a CPS-AHV flat bottom aluminum 
action, with a full length chrome moly steel 
liner. This was glued into an H-S fiberthane 
heavy varmint stock, and the whole rig 
tipped the scales at 15 pounds. | 

All cases were full length resized in my 
RCBS full length die. | have ‘‘minimum 
chambers” in my guns. | do not need to lube 
these cases at all, as the sidewalls hardly 
get touched as they go through the RCBS 
die. | only push the shoulders back one or 
two thousandths, for easy chambering. The 
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load of 27.6 grains of H322, lot No. 61383, 
which is a setting of 51.5 on the Culver 
measure. | used 68.5 grain Euber boat-tail 
bullets, and Federal 205M primers, lot No. 
3173. Powder charges used were as 
thrown from the measure. 

| first fired them at 100 yards, one group 
with the light cases, and another separate 
group with the heavy cases. On all sub- 
sequent targets the shots were alternated 
from one target to the other. | held as 
steadily as | could, with the same point of 
aim, in the same conditions, and let the 
shots go where they would. Such tests can 
only be done when conditions were rea- 
sonably good, or reasonably readable. 
These are the 100 yard targets, sets A-B-C 
attached. | had one really bad shot on target 
B-1, but the one that really hurt was target 
A-2; before the fifth shot was fired, with four 
shots already in there . . . . there had been 
a lot of daylight between the group and 6 
o'clock on the ten ring! 

On February 18 the weather was very 
promising, and | went to the range in 
Jackson, New Jersey to try this test at a 
longer range. | wanted to shoot at 300 
yards, but the early morning mist kept me 
from seeing the targets out there, so | had 
to settle for 200 yards instead. | could barely 
see the holes when | started, but conditions 
were excellent. Shots were alternated on 
two targets placed side by side. By the time 
that | got to the third set of targets, the 
breezes had started to blow. At this 200 
yard testing, | had switched to Euber 
flat-base bullets, but otherwise everything 
was the same as in the 100 yard testing. 

The difference in elevation was more 
noticeable in the 200 yard test, but not by 


any earth-shaking margin. However, tar- 
gets are measured in thousandths of an 
inch, and a half or a whole bullet width given 
away may well make the difference 
between winning the match .... or being 
an also ran. These targets are the 200 yard 
set, targets A-B-C. 

On March 4, | returned to the range to 
continue my testing, and found that March 
had apparently made up its mind to come 
in like a lion this year. The wind was blowing 
at a hefty rate, it was very cold, and the wind 
chill factor made it virtually impossible to 
shoot well under the conditions. Not to be 
completely deterred, | elected to do some 
chronograph work. The chronographing 
was done 15 feet from the muzzle (ten foot 
spacing of the skyscreens, with the nearest 
screen ten feet from the muzzle). 

HEAVY BENCH RIFLE. 1.350 Hart 
barrel, 225% long. 

Light cases - average velocity 3133 f.p.s. 

Heavy cases - average velocity 3146 
f.p.s. 

The shots from each batch were once again 
alternated. The heavy cases were faster by 
13 f.p.s. Later, using a different batch of 
cases, a 3137 f.p.s. average was obtained. 

LIGHT VARMINT RIFLE. Hart barrel, 
21% long, one in fourteen twist. The 
headspace is .004 shorter in this barrel, 
shoulder to bolt face. The load was the 
same, and all charges were thrown from the 
powder measure in this test also. 

First five-shot average - 3104 f.p.s.

Third five shot average - 3097 f.p.s. 

15-shot average - 3100 f.p.s. 

The shorter barrel accounts for the de- 
crease in velocity.

Some 
years ago my dad came up with the idea of 
using a spring or rubber bungee cord and 
a dog earth anchor to hold the bench down. 
We used a big spring that happened to be 
handy. For this type of bench one is plenty, 
you have to try it to see just how stable it 
makes things. To date neither my dad nor 
myself has seen this idea used. Dad’s 82 
and I’m 49. We thought we'd pass this idea 
along for the portable bench users as it’s 
works so well for us. 

At some later date, (next winter) when | 
make another bench of this type, If you are 
interested, | will make a couple of drawings 
and take some pictures, if you think it would 
be of interest to fellow shooters. 

| suppose a shooter could anchor all four 
corner’s if he so desired, but that’s an awful 
lot of junk to carry shooting. You may keep 
the pictures if you like. 

The rifle is a Rem. 700 action Hart Light 
varmint bbl. Unertl BV20 scope, walnut 
laminated stock (I like wood) Reworked 40X 
trigger, and bedded in wood. It was smithed 
by alocal smith that no longer does that and 
| stocked it. It’s in Remington 6mm Inter- 
national. It used to shoot in the teens, but 
something went sour, my ability, and now 
it’s somewhere around ¥2 to %. | just built 
up a heavy varmint in 222 stocked in wood 
bedded in Deveon, and when | have it 
figured out I'll go back to the 6mm and either 
figure it our or wear it out. We haven’t shot 
in competition for some years now since the 
club that was active in Greenville, Michigan 
quit having regular shoots; next nearest 
club is over 200 miles away and for some 
reason just doesn’t fit in our schedule. Keep 
up the good work with Precision Shooting 
magazine.

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President’s Message 


IMPORTANT NOTICE OF PROPOSED 
RULE CHANGE 

Notice of proposed rule change subse- 
quent to a recent tragic occurrence which 
resulted in the first fatality ever recorded on 
a benchrest range, the Directors of the 
National Bench Rest Association are in the 
process of developing new rules covering 
the steps to be followed in the event of an 
unfired round being stuck in a chamber. The 
rule(s), as envisioned, will include the fol- 
lowing: 


| - COMPETITOR RESPONSIBILITIES 

1) When a round can be neither fired nor 
extracted, the shooter is prohibited FROM 
TAKING ANY STEPS TO AFFECT RE- 
MOVAL OF THE ROUND. 

2) The competitor shall set the rifle aside, 
keeping the muzzle pointed downrange at 
all times, and is free to complete his group 
with an alternate rifle. 

3) The malfunction shall be reported to 
the range officer IMMEDIATELY. 

4) The affected rifle may not be removed 
by the competitor from the bench. 

5) The range officer will assign the 
malfunctioning rifle to a duly appointed 
range safety officer who will be responsible 
for the removal of the round. 


ll - RANGE/HOST CLUB 
RESPONSIBILITIES 

1) A range safety officer will be appointed 
at every NBRSA tournament. 

2) It will be the host range’s responsibility 
to have a suitable ballistic-resistant 
material/blanket of size sufficient to cover 
both the muzzle and breech and/or the rear 
of the bolt at its maximum open distance 
from the muzzle. 

3) It will be the range’s responsibility to 
have a specified area available for use by 
the range safety officer. This designated 
area should afford maximum protection to 
all personnel in attendance. 


NOTE: The above procedures will be in 
effect at the 1984 National Championships. 

All clubs and ranges hosting registered 
and designated NBRSA tournaments are 
strongly urged to adopt the foregoing 
procedures IMMEDIATELY. Do not wait 
for the official rule change.

BOYERS DOMINATE 
PALMETTO STATE 


Sixty-six shooters, from nine states, plus 
one determined fellow who trudged in from 
the Philippines attended the 12th Annual 
Palmetto State Invitational, held in 
Greenville, South Carolina on April 14 and 
15. All four classes were contested, at 100 
yards only. 

Shooting conditions were the worst ever 
experienced at a registered match on the 
Greenville range. The shooters had their 
choice of bright sunshine; dark, threatening 
skies, hard blown rain, or a wind that blew 
from every point on the compass, gusting 
up to 55 m.p.h., and which wiped out the 
majority of the wind flags. All that were 
missing were a named hurricane and a 
blizzard. About a year from now, knowing 
how benchrest tales of adversity have a 
tendency to grow in the telling, | suspect 
that some of my friends who were there will 
INSIST that they had both the hurricane 
and the blizzard as well. After two or three 
beers with Fletcher, he’ll undoubtably have 
me convinced of it. 

You, good reader, are skeptical? Do you 
really think that the Southeastern region 
would exaggerate to us? You do? Well, Ed 
Watson’s match report, which is roughly 
the size of Webster’s Dictionary shows 
that: 

HEAVY VARMINT: Only 7 out of 64 
competitors got below .3000, and the 
average agg was .4692. 

UNLIMITED: Only 1 shooter got below 
.3000, only 13 were below .4000, and the 
average agg was .4971. 

LIGHT VARMINT: Only 10 of 64 com- 
petitors got below .3000, and the average 
agg was .4109. 

SPORTER: Was singularly hard on those 
who never got a handle on the conditions. 
Only one shooter made it below .3000, only 
8 shooters made it below .4000, and the 
average agg for the class was aremarkable 
5912. 

In the unlimited class, where they had the 
great pleasure of firing ten-shot groups, 
only 9 out of 310 groups broke the .250 
mark, and in the tough sporter class 
conditions, where they fired 285 groups, 
only one of those groups made it into the 


teens, and 149 groups, more than half of all 
the groups fired, were over a half inch... . 
and 11 shooters were to have the great 
pleasure of going over an inch at 100 yards. 

Incidentally, do not give the Editor credit 
for coming up with these statistics. My 
guess is that Ed Watson had to take two 
weeks off from work, and rent some sort of 
a mammoth computer to come up with all 
this arcane data. 

On Saturday morning they started off 
with the heavy varmint class. Meredith 
McNair of Jackson, South Carolina fired a 
commendable .2596 agg to take the class 
win. Top ten were: (1) Meredith McNair,
